Washington, April 23.—Formal dis­ 
cussion of tile bill temporarily to pro­ 
vide a government for the Philippine 
Islands was hcKun In the senate Tues­ 
day. Mr. Rawlins of Utah, the leading 
minority member of 
the Philippines 
committee, denounced the bill as an 
unwarranted imposition on the Fili­ 
pinos, declaring that It would estab­ 
lish one of the foulest oligarchies In 
the history of the world. 
He main­ 
tained that the Philippines commission 
was Riven too great power by the bill, 
and asserted that under its provisions 
the Islands would be exploited for pri­ 
vate gain. 
While he was speaking two efforts 
were made to maintain a quorum, the 
second resulting in a lively tilt among 
several senators, Mr. Scott of 
West 
Virginia 
Intimating 
that 
argument 
could not Influence any senator. 
During the consideration of routine 
business, Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts 
presented a resolution providing for an 
adjournment from Thursday, May I, to 
Monday, May 5. the object being to af­ 
ford time for a spring cleaning of tho 
senate chamber. 
The resolution went 
over under the rules. 
The senate then proceeded to con­ 
sideration of the bill providing for a 
union railroad station in this city. 
""'Mr. Patterson of Colorado made an 
attack upon the measure upon tho 
ground, as he said, that It was a gift 
of a great amount of mom y to railroad 
corporations. He charged that the hill 
created a monopoly for the railroad 
situation for the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road company. 
Mr. Ballinger of New Hampshire, a 
member of the District of Columbia 
committee, pointed out that the gov­ 
ernment of the District of Columbia 
paid no part of the station or railroad 
connection, but simply paid for the 
street improvements and for the con­ 
struction of a plaza m a d e necessary 
by the location of the new station. 
Without action upon the union sta­ 
tion bill, the senate proceeded to con­ 
sideration of the Phi Ii pp! nee govern­ 
ment bill. 
The house, by a vote of 75 to 52. re­ 
jected claims attached to the omnibus 
claims bill by the senate aggregating 
$1,800,000, and on the heels of that ac­ 
tion non-coneutred in the whole senate 
amendment (the various items having 
been 
ruled 
to constitute 
a single 
amendment) and sent the bill to con­ 
ference. 
The military academy appropriation 
bill was passed, after the limit of the 
cost of 
the 
Im provem ents at West 
Point had been reduced from six and 
a half to five and a half millions and 
the amount of the appropriation in the 
bill from three to two millions. 
The speaker announced the appoint­ 
ment of Messrs. Mahon of Pennsylva­ 
nia, Gibson of Tennessee and Sims of 
Tennessee as conferees on the omnibus 
claims bill. 
The senate amendments to the river 
and harbor bill were disagreed to and 
the bill 
sent 
to conference, 
with 
Messrs. Burton of Ohio, Reeve* of Illi­ 
nois and Lester OL Georgia as con­ 
ferees.

committee on naval affairs has com­ 
pleted the naval 
appropriation 
bill. 
The item as to new ships will be as 
follows: 
Two battleships of about 16,000 tons 
displacement to cost exclusive of armor 
and armament, 
$4,212,000 each; 
two 
armored cruisers of about 14,500 dis­ 
placement each, to cost exclusive of 
armor and armament, $4,659,000 each; 
two gunboats of 1000 tons each to cost 
$382,000 each. 
The 16,000 tons battleship will be the 
largest ever authorized for the Ameri­ 
can navy and among the largest war­ 
ships afloat. The armored cruisers will 
also be exceptionally large, for their 
class considerably exceeding the New 
York and Brooklyn in tonnage. 
The 
amount .carried by the bill is slightly 
above $76,000,000. 
The following provision is made: 
“That the secretary of the navy may 
in bis discretion, and so far as in bis 
Judgment is practicable, direct that any 
or all of the vessels herein authorized 
Vie built in such navy yards as he may 
designate.” 
Provision also is made for building 
one of each class of ships on the Pa­ 
cific coast and that no contractor shall 
bui'd more than one battleship, cruiser 
or gunboat 
There was a sharp parliamentary 
contest and many votes before the final 
decision on ships and buildings in gov­ 
ernment yards was reached.

Washington, April 23.—Formal dis­ 
cussion of the bill temporarily to pro­ 
vide a government for the Philippine 
islands was begun in the senate Tues­ 
day. Mr. Rawlins of Utah, the leading 
minority member of 
the Philippines 
committee, denounced the bill as an 
unwarranted imposition on the Fili­ 
pinos, declaring that It would estab­ 
lish one of the foulest o ligarchies In 
the history of 
the world. 
He main­ 
tained that the Philippines commission 
was given too great power by the bill, 
and asserted that under its provisions 
the islands would he exploited for pri­ 
vate gain. 
While he was speaking two efforts 
were made to maintain a quorum, the 
second resulting in a lively tilt among 
several senators, Mr. Scott of 
West 
Virginia 
intimating 
that 
argument 
could not influence any senator. 
During the consideration of routine 
business. Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts 
presented a resolution providing for an 
adjournment from Thursday. May I, to 
Monday, May 5, the object being to af­ 
ford time for a spring cleaning of the 
senate chamber. 
The resolution went 
over under the rules. 
The senate then proceeded to con­ 
sideration of the bill providing for a 
union railroad station in this city. 
Mr. Patterson'"of Colorado made an 
attack upon the 
measure upon 
the 
ground, as he said, that it was a gift 
of a srreat amount of money to railroad 
corporations. He charged that the bill 
created a monopoly for the railroad 
situation for the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road company. 
Mr Ballinger of New’ Hampshire, a 
member of the District of Columbia I 
committee, pointed out that the gov- j 
eminent of the District of Columbia j 
paid no part of the station or railroad , 
connection, hut simply paid for the , 
street improvements and for the con- | 
struction of a plaza made necessary 1 
by the location of the new station. 
Without action upon the union sta­ 
tion bill, the senate proceeded to con­ 
sideration of the Philippines govern­ 
ment bill. 
The h o u se , by a vote of 75 to 52. re­ 
jected claims attached to the omnibus 
claims hill by the senate aggregating 
$1 .*00,000. and on the heels of that ac­ 
tion non-coneutred in the whole senate 
amendment (the various items having 
been 
ruled 
to 
constitute 
a 
single 
amendment) and sent the bill to con­ 
ference. 
The military academy appropriation 
bill was passed, after the limit of the 
cost of 
the 
improvements at West 
Point had been reduced from six and 
a half to five and a half millions nnd 
the amount of the appropriation in the 
bill from three to two millions. 
The speaker announced the appoint­ 
ment of Messrs. Mahon of Pennsylva­ 
nia.

Washington. April 23.-T he 
house 
committee on naval affairs has com­ 
pleted the naval 
appropriation 
hill. 
The item as to new ships will be as 
follows: 
Two battleships of about 16,000 tons 
displacement to cost exclusive of armor 
and armament, 
$4,212,000 each; 
two 
armored cruisers of about 14,500 dis­ 
place merit each, to cost 
e x c l u s i v e of 
armor and armament, $4,659,000 each; 
two gunboats of 1000 tons each to cost 
$382,000 each. 
The 16,000 tons battleship will be the 
largest ever authorized for the Ameri­ 
can navy and among the largest war­ 
ships afloat. The armored cruisers will 
also be exceptionally la r g e , for their 
class considerably exceeding the New 
York and Brooklyn in tonnage. 
The 
amount .carried by the bill is slightly 
aliove $76,000,000. 
The following provision is made: 
“That the secretary of the navy may 
In his discretion, and so far as in his 
judgment is practicable, direct that any 
or all of the vessels herein authorized 
he built In such navy yards as he may 
designate." 
Provision also Is made for building 
one of each class of ships on the Pa­ 
cific coast and that no contractor shall 
bui'd more than one battleship, cruiser 
or gunboat 
There was a sharp parliamentary 
contest and many vote* before the final 
decision on ships and buildings in gov­ 
ernment yards was reached.
